ON  THE  HEALTH  OF  FARSLEY 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31st 
DECEMBER,  1911. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Farsley  Urban 

District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Twelfth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  of  Parsley. 

The  weather  during  January  and  February  was  mild 
and  moist  and  as  a consequence  there  was  a very  large  amount 
of  Rheumatism.  Whooping  Cough  was  also  prevalent,  three 
deaths  being  registered  as  due  to  this  disease.  There  were 
also  a few  cases  of  Measles,  and  we  had  two  deaths  from 
Diphtheria. 

The  first  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  notified  to  me  during' 
February.  No  further  cases  until  May,  this  being  a great, 
improvement  on  the  previous  year. 

The  second  quarter  of  the  year  was  noteworthy  as  re- 
gards the  taking  of  the  Census,  the  recording  of  the  lowest 
Death  Rate  since  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  (for  7 weeks  of  the  Quarter  no  Deaths  were  registered) , 
a severe  drop  in  the  temperature  from  April  4th  to  8th,  with 
a snowstorm  on  the  5th  and  6th,  and  an  outbreak  of  Scarlet 
Fever. 

During  the  beginning  of  May  Chickenpox  became  pre- 
valent, many  children  being  absent  from  School,  and  about 
the  third  week  of  the  month  we  had  several  cases  of  Mumps. 
On  the  22nd  I inspected  the  Schools  and  found  no  less  than 
8 children  suffering  from  this  disease,  whom  I sent  home. 
At  the  end  of  the  month  and  also  the  beginning  of  June,  a 
few  cases  remained. 
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In  June  we  had  very  hot  weather  from  the  1st  to  the 
8th,  after  which  it  became  cooler.  This  month  was  also 
notable  for  the  shortage  of  water,  and  the  publication  of  the 
Census  Returns,  from  which  we  learned  that  our  population 
had  increased  by  418  and  reached  a total  of  5,996. 


July  was  remarkable  for  the  high  temperatures  recorded 
during  the  whole  of  the  month,  and  towards  the  end  Diarrhoea 
became  prevalent.  Two  houses  were  fumigated  this  month 
by  request,  where  deaths  from  Consumption  had  taken  place. 


Owing  to  the  prolonged  hot  weather  during  August  and 
September,  Diarrhoea  became  epidemic,  and  5 deaths  were 
registered  as  due  to  this  disease.  A house-to-house  distribution 
of  bills  of  “Precautions  against  Diarrhoea”  was  made 
during  the  outbreak.  We  also  had  a few  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough. 

On  October  13th  the  "Water  from  the  New  Borehole  was 
turned  into  the  Mains,  and  a most  favourable  report  of  the 
two  samples  of  water  submitted  for  analysis  was  received. 
We  were  also  enabled  to  combat  the  shortage  in  the  supply 
received  from  Bradford,  which  lasted  until  November  1st. 


The  closing  months  of  the  year  were  notable  for  the  pre- 
valence of  Influenza,  the  deaths  of  several  old  inhabitants, 
the  large  number  of  Inquests  in  October  and  November, 
and  the  highest  death  rate  of  the  year. 


General  Statistics. — The  total  number  of  Births  in  the 
District  during  1911  was  123,  being  a decrease  of  5 on  the 
preceding  year.  These,  calculated  on  a population  of  5,996, 
give  a rate  of  20.5  per  1 ,000  persons  living,  a decrease  of  1 .7 
on  the  year  1910. 


England  and  Wales  Birthrate — 24.4. 


80  Deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  being  an  in- 
crease of  8 on  the  previous  year.  To  this  number  80  have 
to  be  added  5 Deaths  of  Residents  which  occurred  outside 
the  District,  and  the  nett  number  of  Deaths  is  therefore  85, 
giving  a rate  of  14.1,  an  increase  of  .6  on  the  preceding  year.

Infant  Mortality. — There  were  1 1 Deaths  of  Infants  under 
1 year,  which,  calculated  per  1,000  Births  registered,  give  a 
rate  of  89.4,  this  being  an  increase  of  19.1  on  1910.

Infectious  Diseases. — Seven  cases  were  reported  in  the 
First,  Five  in  the  Second,  Nine  in  the  Third,  and  Nine  in  the 
last  Quarter  of  the  year,  giving  a total  of  30,  being  an  increase 
of  1 6 on  the  previous  year,  and  made  up  as  follows  : —

the  same  number  as  in  1910,  12  of  them  being  removed  to  the 
Hospital.

Phthisis. — 2 Deaths,  giving  a rate  of  .33  per  1 ,000. 

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Pleurisy. — The  number  of 
Deaths  was  10,  giving  a Respiratory  Death-rate  of  1.6  per 
1,000. 

Phthisis  (Consumption).— 2 Deaths  are  certified  as  due 
to  this  complaint  during  the  year.  Much  greater  efforts  are 
now  being  made  to  eradicate  this  disease,  and  Compulsory 
Notification,  which  came  into  force  this  year  is  certainly  a step 
in  the  right  direction.  Voluntary  Notification  so  far  as  re- 
gards our  own  District,  has  proved  practically  a failure,  but 
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under  the  New  Law  we  shall  be  enabled  to  bring  all  our  forces 
to  bear  on  the  disease  at  the  very  beginning.  Grants  in  aid 
to  the  amount  of  a million  and  a half  sterling  will  shortly  be 
available  for  the  treatment  of  all  “ Consumptive  ” patients  in 
Sanatoria  or  other  institutions. 

In  several  cases  during  the  year  disinfections  were  under- 
taken at  the  request  of  relatives. 

I might  here  mention  the  Sanatorium  or  Hospital  accom- 
modation available  for  cases  of  Phthisis  occurring  in  our 
District  which  is  as  follows  : — 

Clayton  (not  the  Workhouse)  for  Males  only. 

Eldwick,  near  Bingley,  for  Females. 

Eastby,  near  Skipton,  for  Males. 

The  two  latter  are  at  our  service  by  a mutual  agreement 
with  Bradford  Union. 

Applications  for  admission  have  to  go  through  the  Clerk 
to  the  North  Bierley  Board  of  Guardians,  but  there  is  no  ques- 
tion of  pauperism  involved,  and  several  cases  have  already 
been  treated  there  with  very  marked  success. 

Malignant  Diseases  (Cancer). — 7 Deaths  have  been  reg- 
istered as  due  to  Cancer. 

Parts  affected — Breast,  Stomach,  Jaw,  Liver,  and  Rectum. 

This  number  is  an  increase  of  2 on  1910. 

Whooping  Cough. — 3 Deaths  have  been  registered  as 
due  to  this  disease.  There  was  one  death  in  1910. 

Roads. — We  still  retain  our  reputation  for  bad  roads. 
Year  after  year  I have  impressed  upon  the  Council  the  necessity 
of  keeping  them  in  good  repair.  Bradford  Road  is  in  a very 
dangerous  state  owing  to  the  disparity  in  the  levels  of  the 
macadam  and  the  setts,  which  in  some  cases  amounts  to  as 
much  as  6 inches,  and  in  case  of  accident  one  can  conceive 
the  Council  being  placed  in  a very  awkward  position. 

Cowsheds. — Special  inspections  of  the  Cowsheds  have 
been  made  during  the  year,  and  88  cows  examined  by  myself 
and  a Veterinary  Surgeon.  In  two  cases  of  suspected  Bovine 
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Tuberculosis  samples  of  milk  were  taken,  and  I am  pleased 
to  report  that  both  of  these  yielded  negative  results  after 
experiments.  All  the  Cowsheds  were  in  good  condition r 
and  the  health  of  the  animals  left  nothing  to  be  desired. 

Buildings  and  Sanitary.— The  Council  have  considered 
24  Plans  during  the  year,  22  of  which  have  been  approved, 
including  Plans  for  43  new  Houses,  and  I am  pleased  to  remark 
a tendency  on  the  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  neighbouring 
Cities  to  regard  Parsley  as  a Residential  District,  and  feel 
that  we  must  use  our  utmost  endeavours  to  live  up  to  our 
reputation  by  keeping  our  District  healthy.  Nuisances  have 
been  abated.  Alterations  of  Privies  into  Water  Closets  and 
Houses  have  been  connected  to  the  public  sewers.  (See 
Surveyor’s  Report.) 

2344  Loads  of  Nightsoil  have  been  removed  by  the 
Ashpit  Cleansing  Department. 

Lighting. — 3 New  Lamps  have  been  erected,  and  lastly 
I wish  to  add  a few  words  as  to  the 

Water. — I would  like  to  congratulate  the  Council  on  the 
acquisition  of  the  new  Bore-hole.  The  water  has  been  tested 
and  found  satisfactory.  The  degree  of  hardness  is  14,  and  it 
is  entirely  for  the  Council  to  decide  what  figure  shall  be  adopted, 
the  matter  being  entirely  an  economic  one,  in  which  questions 
of  the  soap  consumption  and  the  incrustation  of  boilers,  &c., 
have  to  be  considered.  Everybody  wants  water  as  soft  as 
possible,  and  I think  the  Council  might  with  advantage  take 
the  advice  of  the  Analyst  on  the  points  involved.

I beg  to  submit  to  you  an  account  of  the  various  works  done 

during  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1911,  and  trust  that  you  will 

find  the  particulars  given  a correct  summary  of  the  work  done. 

MAIN  ROAD. 

This  is  in  a very  bad  state  at  present  from  Four  Lane  Ends  to  New 
Street,  very  little  in  the  way  of  repairing  has  been  done.  The 
West  Riding  County  Council  have  a scheme  in  hand  for  re-making 
this  road,  and  1 am  informed  that  this  work  will  be  put  in  hand 
at  an  early  date. 

GALLOWAY  LANE 

Is  in  a fair  condition,  except  that  the  dyke  on  West  side  is  in  an 
unsatisfactory  state.  For  seven  days  ended  December  12th, 
the  West  Riding  County  Council  took  a record  of  the  vehicular 
traffic  passing  over  this  road  day  and  night.  The  number  of 
vehicles  passing  over  it  was  for  7 days  1,185,  giving  an  average 
of  169.2.  Very  few  of  these  being  local. 

WOODHALL  LANE 

From  Pond  to  Bend  has  been  coated  with  limestone,  and  from  Cai- 
verley  Boundary  for  a distance  of  about  60  lin.  yards  has  been 
kerbed,  channelled,  and  footpath  asphalted,  which  is  a good 
improvement. 

NEW  STREET. 

Northcote  Street  to  Hudson  Street  coated  with  Ingleton  Graniter 
other  parts  want  attention. 

BAGLEY  LANE 

From  Nether  Street  to  Chapel  coated  with  Horton  Granite.  Thia 
road  is  in  a good  condition  at  present. 

CALVERLEY  LANE 

From  Boundary  to  Reservoir  about  90  yards  coated  with  Limestone, 
The  footpath  on  this  road  is  iu  a very  poor  state. 


WATER  LANE  AND  RED  LANE. 

Coated  with  Limestone.  These  are  in  a fair  condition  at  present

TOWN  STREET. 

Church  to  We]]  Street  coated  with  Ingleton  Granite,  and  Charles 
Street  to  High  Street  has  been  repaired  on  the  Rocmac  system. 
This  portion  is  in  a very  good  condition. 

THE  FOOTPATH 

From  Newr  Street  to  Cricket  Field  Gate  has  been  Asphalted.  Several 
times  Calcium  Chloride  was  put  on  in  Towm  Street  for  Dustlaying 
purposes,  but  owing  to  weather  conditions  it  did  not  prove  satis- 
' factory. 

SEWAGE  FARM. 

* During  the  year  the  work  at  the  Farm  has  been  carried  on  satis- 
factorily. Turnips,  Potatoes,  Peas,  and  Cabbage  were  grown, 
and  these  were  sold  for  £38. 

ROLLER. 

The  Roller  has  been  engaged  for  97  days.  Main  Road  11  ; other 
roads  68  ; other  sources  18  days. 

LIGHTING. 

Three  New  Lamps  have  been  fixed.  162  are  fitted  with  Incan- 
descent Burners. 

WATER. 

During  the  year  the  Water  registered  by  Boundary  Meters  is  as 
follows  : — 

High  Level  ...  ...  25,760.000  Gallons 

Low  Level  9,883,000 

Total  35.643,000 

Cost  £1,338  12  3 

This  includes  water  for  all  purposes  including  Street  Watering, 
Repairing,  Fire  purposes,  Sewer  Flushing  and  Boring  operations. 
During  the  year  90  yards  of  3in.  Mains  were  laid  in  Harker  Terrace, 
and  60  yards  in  Womerslev  Row.  250  yards  6in.  Main  laid  in 
Bradford  Road.  Five  new  Hydrants  have  been  fixed  at  various 
points. 

During  the  year  a Bore-hole  has  been  sunk  in  a field  off  Bradford 
Road  to  a depth  of  400  feet,  and  according  to  tests  a good  and 
plentiful  supply  has  been  obtained.  During  October  and  Novem- 
ber when  Bradford  Corporation  shut  off  their  supply,  the  water 
from  the  Bore-hole  was  pumped  into  the  mains,  which  practically* 
kept  up  a constant  supply. 
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FIRE  BRIGADE. 

The  Appliances  are  in  good  order,  and  a Volunteer  Brigade  formed, 
and  these  men  are  being  taught  how  to  work  the  Appliances. 

ASHPITS. 

During  the  year  2,170  Ashpits  have  been  attended  to,  and  2,344 
loads  dealt  with,  of  which  1,055  have  been  carted  to  Outfall  works, 
1,289  loads  have  been  taken  by  local  farmers.  The  carting  of 
Refuse  to  the  Outfall  works  is  very  costly,  and  I hope  you  will 
consider  the  question  of  dealing  with  the  Refuse  at  an  early  date. 

PLANS. 

During  the  year  24  Plans  were  dealt  with,  and  22  of  these  approved, 
2 being  referred  back.  The  Plans  approved  were  for  43  houses, 
extensions  to  factories,  and  other  buildings.  Three  houses  were 
finished  ready  for  occupation  during  the  year,  and  others  in  course 
of  erection.  Cowsheds,  Slaughter  Houses,  and  Workshops  were 
visited  and  found  in  a fair  condition  generally. 

HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT. 

Inspections  of  houses  under  this  Act  have  been  carried  out  in  regard 
to  80  houses,  and  generally  these  were  in  a fair  condition,  several 
minor  repairs  being  necessary.  None  were  found  unfit  for  habita- 
tion. This  work  is  being  carried  out,  and  I intend  to  get  through 
. the  district  as  early  as  possible. 

I again  beg  to  thank  you  for  the  kindly  co-operation  you  have 
.given  me  during  the  year,  and  I hope  for  a continuance  of  your  support 
in  the  discharge  of  what  are  at  times  very  onerous  duties.
